OR, HYDE ALSO TESTIFIES 
IN EFFORT TO SAVE SELT 


No One Spared in Tesiianten 
of Dr. Hyde and Wife--Both 
~Accused Relatives and For- 
mer Friends of Falsehood and 
Trickery ---- Jurors Listened 
Earnestly to the Witnesses. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 9.—Both Dr. 
B. Clark Hide and his wife took the 
witness stand in the Swope murder 
trial today in an effort to save the ac- 
sused physician’s life. 

None was spared in the testimony 
of the two witnesses. Relatives, form- 
er friends @nd nurses who had testi- 
fied for the state against Dr. Hyde 
were accused of falsehood and trick- 
ery. 

Dr. Hyde offered no excuse for his 
actions im, treating the sick at the 
Swope hime. Neither did he admit 
that he might have erred. Firmly he 
_ said his course was right in'the cases 
of James Moss Hunton, Colonel H. 
Swope and Chrisman Swope. He meain- 
tained that the cause of death he 
gave when the men died he still be- 
lieves to be correct. Never, said the 
physician, did he try to poison any- 
one either with typhoid «germs. or 
drugs. -~ 

Mrs. Hyde in Tears. 

Checking her tears as best 
could, Mrs. Hyde pregeded her hus- 
band on the stand. She flatly contra- 
dicted testimony given by her mother, 
her brother and several sisters. 

Mrs, Swope heard the testimony of 
both witnesses. She watched Mra, Hyde 
closely, but when Dr. Hyde took the 
stand she lowered her eyes and did 
not gaze full into his face at any time, 

Bcarcely had Mrs. Hyde en. the 
stand when she began to cry. She was 
asked first to tell of the fliness of 
James Moss Hunton. She said: 

“My mother summoned me and my 
husband to her house from our home 
when Mr. Hunton was attacked on the 
night of October 1. We knew nothing 
of his illness until then. 

She Held His Head. 

“Dr. Twyman, my. husband and I 
were in the room when Mr. Hunton 
was bled. I held his head. Dr. Hyde 
made the incision in the right arm and 


tened the artery. 

“After I had held Mr. Hurton’'s head 
a while the physicians began to dis- 
cuss the advisability of stopping the 
flow of blood. I told them the tem- 
ples were throbbing violently. Finally 
they agre@d the bleeding should stop, 
andethen Dr. Twyman tied the string.” 

“Did Dr. Twyman say to your .hus- 
band that enough blood had been taken 
and ask him to stop the bleeding?’ 
asked Mr. Walsh. 

“He did not,” replied the witness. 

“Did you ask your husband to close 
the artery, saying Dr. Twyman wanted 
him to stop the bleeding?” 

“I did not.” , 

The blood drawm from Mr. Hunton’s 
body was placed in a bowl which con- 
tained water, said Mrs. Hyde. 

It was at her order, said Mrs. Hyde, 
that the drinking water was taken to 
the Swope house. Her husband, said 
the witness, never saw the bottle un- 
til it was on the way 
For more than a year prior to her or- 
dering water taken to the residence, 
she had not drunk any water at the 
Swope house, said Mrs. Hyde,

Washington, May 9%.—(Specia!.)—

Wickersham says he is not concern- 
ed with that phase of the question;

Jt seems that short sales are legit- 
imate, but holding cotton for a rise 
is thought to be contrary to law. 

He tells the senate that the attor- 
ney general is not required or per- 
mitted to conduct an investigation in 
aid of the legislative branch of the 
government, and says, further, that 
the laws do not permit the attorney 
general to give advice to either 
branch of congress, even at the call 
of congress itself. He says that his 
department eannot investigate a 
question of fact even for one of the 
executive departments. 

The proceedings now under way in 
New York are before a, grand jury, 
and are necessarily secret, he says. 

Senator Smith, when asked what he 
proposed to do next, replied: 

“If the semate judiciary committee, 
to which the letter of the attorney 
general has been referred, finds that 
his position is correct, and that he has 
no authority in law to make this in- 
vestigation, I will introduce a resolu- 
tion in the senate calling for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to probe 
the cotton exchange transaction.

SNELCROVE SHOT *

BY THE MERCERS 


Cordele Youth Fataliy 
Injured in Gun Battle. 


Snelgrove’s Attentions to Sister 
of Mercer Boys Brought Trou- 
ble---Bystander Seriously In- 
jured---One of Mercers Also 
Shot. 


Cordele, Ga., May  9.—(Special.)— 
This morning at 8 o’clock Cordele was 
thrown into an uproar of excitement 
by a shooting affray. Facing Ed and 
Herbert Mercer, two brothers, in dead- 
ly combat, Grady Snelgrove, a well- 
knOwn young man, drew a revolver, 
firing on his adversaries after receiv- 
ing a serious and very probably fatal 
wound, the ball penetrating his body. 
Another grazed his right arm. 

Two shots were fired by Snelgrove. 
The first ball from Snelgrove’s revolver 
took effect in Ed Mercer’s right shoul- 
der, another pas3ing through the sleeve 
of Charlie Cox, a spectator, and enter- 
ing the left side of Will Benton, also 
a spectator, penetrating his kidney. 
His chance of recovery is very slight. 
Ed Mercer fired two shots, and, it is 
alleged, H@rbert Mercer fired three 
times. 

Origin of Difficulty. 

The difficulty originated yesterday 
at the home of the father of the Mer- 
cer boys. The facts as could be best 
obtained as follows: 

The elder Mercer had warned Snel- 
grove against paying attention to his 
14-year-old daughter, Kate, his objec- 
tion being that his daughter was de- 
cidedly too young to receive atiention 
from young men. 

In the absence of the father yester- 
day morning, Snelgrove called on the 
girl, and, while in her presence, the 
Mercer boys rushed in upon him, one 
slashing an ugly wound in his right 
arm, while the other pounded him 
with a chair. That it was evident 
that serious developments would im- 
mediately follow. Snelgrove smashed 
through a second story window, slight- 
ly cutting himself with glass, and 
made his escape for the time being. 
This morning, according to eye-wit- 
nesses, Snelgrove was at the above 
named stable, and was accosted by the 
elder Mercer, who exhibited a heavy 
stick, declaring that he would brain 
young Snelgrove, who in turn said he 
would shoot the first person who 
struck him. At this instant the elder 
Mercer raised the stick up, apparently 
to strike his opponent, when Snelgrove 
drew his revolyer to defend himself. 

Mercer Drew Gun and Fired. 

In @ moment Ed Mercer drew his 
revolver, firing rapidly. The shots 
were heard in quick succession, and 
in a few moments the desperately 
wounded men were writhing under 
their intense pain. They were imme- 
diately taken in charge by physicians 
and their wounds dressed. 

Ed Mercer was placed under ar- 
rest immediately following the shoot- 
ing, the elder Mercer and Herbert 
Mercer have not yet been arrested. 
Tt is feared that more serious trou- 
ble will follow, as friedns of both fac- 
tions engaged in a quarrel after the 
shooting, and are making hold 
threats.

Those of the voters of a half-dozen 
ounties surrounding Louisville who 
vere present to get some red-hot poll- 
dcs were amply repaid for the trip, 
lor each candidate stood up to the 
mark like a man and with clinched 
tists hurled charges at the opposing 
candidates who stood but a few feet 
distant. 


Aided by the enthusiastic encour- 


agement of the biggest crowd that has 
gathered in Louisville in years, the 
speakers let loose their bridles and 
hurled broadside after broadside in the 
ranks of the opposition, each sally 
meeting with renewed storms of cheers 
‘rom the supporters. 

Those who have up to this time ex- 
pressed their belief in an alignment 
between Hon. Oswell R. Eve, of Rich- 
mond, and Hon. A. W. Evans, of 
Washington, have now no ground to 
base their claims on, for these gentle- 
men were no more gepftie with each 
other than they were with Hardwick. 
About the oniy mild remarks of either 
of the spe:kers were the expressions 
of good will with which each started 
his address. These were soon for- 
gotten, however, in the warmer pas- 
sages which followed. 

Promptly at 1 o’clock Hon. A. W. 
Evans, of Sandersville, who opened the 
debate with a speech of one hour's 
duration, was introduced by the chair- 
man, Hon. T. F. Caulk, ordinary of 
Jefferson county, and without a mo- 
ment’s delay plunged into his argu- 
ment. 

The placidity of picturesque old 
Louisville was given a jolt today that 
it won't get over in some time to come. 
Never since the days of the old regime, 
when Louisville, as capital of the 
State, was as permanent as Atlanta is 
now, has politics so stirred the sedate 
old town. 

Old Capital Stirred. 

During the times when Louisville 
boasted of the two slave marts in this 
entire section of the country, the town 
was accustomed to occasional scenes 
of great activity, but for the past few 
decades its peaceful course has been 
undisturbed until the rude awakening, 
caused by the strenuous three-corner- 
ed joint debate by the candidates for 
congress from the tenth today, brought 
back visions of the olden times. 

From a half dozen neighboring coun- 
ties and from three times that many 
towns, delegations began to pour into 
the town during the morning—on foot, 
horseback, in buggies and automo- 
biles—until by noon the caurt house 
square was jammed with voters from 
miles around, each one ready and anx- 
ious to help the candidates make the 
fur fly. 

People Prosperous. 

No surer sign of the prosperity of 
this section of south Georgia could be 
found in the universal number of au- 
tomobiles which speed to and _ fro 
through the beautifully shaded streets 
of this dear old town during the day. 
As the hour for the debate approached 
the number gradually increased, until 
finally from thirty to forty machines, 
ranging in size all the way from seven- 
passenger down to the familiar little 
baby Maxwell, were gathered around 
the courthouse. 

And it was into such peaceful scenes 
as these that the mude touch of poll- 
tics wag introduced today. 

Probably the most interesting fea- 
ture of the heated contest that is now 
being waged for the congressional seat 
from the tenth Georgia district ig the 
intensity of the situation in shing- 
ton county, the home of two of the 
candidates. 

Get two or more voters of Wash- 
ington county together now and it is 
a safe assumption that the topic is pol- 
itics, and pretty easy to suppose that 
the crowd is divided between the sup- 
porters of Congressman Hardwick and 
Hon, A. W. Evans, his opponent for 
the vote of Washington county. Con- 
gressman Hardwick has for - many 
years been the idol of his home county, 
while Mr. Evans has been gent to the 
state legislature by the voters of the 
county and is now serving his second 
term as mayor of Sandersville. 

The entrance of Mr. Evans into the 
race came as a sort of bombshell in 
the ranks of the Hardwick followers 
and resulted in the splitting up on the 
county politically as it has never been 
divided.

The most striking portion of 
Evans’ speech was that in which eo

“I charge that Mr.

CHEMICAL ENCINE 
WRECKS AN AUTO 


W.A.Wimbish and Fami- 
ly Had Narrow Escape. 


Mr. Wimbish Has Written a 
Letter to Council in Which 
He Says the Chemical Was 
Running Recklessly--He Asks 
Reimbursement. 


In a letter to the city council W. A. 
Wimbish, the well-known attorney, 
whose automobile was smashed by a 
chemical engine Saturday night, calls 
attention to the necessity of fire ap- 
paratus and other city vehicles ob- 
serving the rules of the road, in so 
far as is possible, for the protection 
of life. 

Mr. Wimbish’s family, he states, had 
a very narrow escape from injury and 
perhaps from death as the result of 
the chemical engine running into his 
machine, which, he states, came to a 
stop on the right-hand side of Pryor 
Street and as close to the curb as it 
was possible to get in order to let the 
chemical pass. 

He asks the council to reimburse 
him for damage to ‘his automobile, 
but says he writes as much in the in- 
terest of the protection of life, which, 
in a crush like that of Saturday night 
following the closing of the opera, is 
likely to be endangered, unless great 
care is exercised in the handling of 
Swift-moving vehicles. 

Mr. Wimbish’s letter detailing the 
incidents of the case is as fvllows: 
Mr. Wimbish’s Petition. 

May 9, 1910. 

To the Mayor and General Council of 
the City of Atlanta.—Gentlemen: 
Permit me to invite your attention 

to the following facts as I have learn- 

ed them from eye-witnesses: 

At aBout 11:50 o'clock on Friday 
evening, the 6th of May, my wife, my 
Son and a young Jady visitor were 
returning from the opera in my auto- 
mobile. The machine was being 
driven by Dan Folts, an unusually 
careful and expert chauffeur, who has 
been in my employ for some time. The 
machine came up Auburn avenue at a 
mcderate rate of speed and turned in- 
to North Pryor street, going north. 
On turning into North Pryor street it 
was necessary to clear a cab or car- 
riage, which my chauffeur did by go- 
ing to the left, as the law directs. As 
he turned in North Pryor street the 
chemical engine belonging to the city 
fire department wW'as observed coming 
down the street at a high rate of 
speed. My chauffeur drew as near to 
the right of the street as other ve- 
hicles would permit and brought his 
car and engine to a full stop. The 
chemical engine, without slacking 
speed or observing any other apparent 
caution, suddenly swerved from the 
extreme right of the street and crash- 
ed into my machine. By rare good 
fortune and owing to the care exer- 
cised by my chauffeur in stopping the 
machine, none of the occupants of the 
machine were injured. The property 
damage, however, was considerable, 
and according to estimates furnished 
me it will cost something like $300 to

PROPERTY DAMAGE 
TO MINE IS SMALL 


Resumption of Work at Palos 
Won’t Be Resumed Till 
After Inspection. 


Birmingham, Ala., May. 9.—The res- 
cue work in recovering bodies at the 
Palos mines was concluded early this 
morning and the state mine inspectors 
turned the work over to the local 
forces. Twenty-nine bodies of white 
men were taken out of the mines and 
forty-seven -colored since Thursday.

President Taft "Says General 
Investigation Is In- 
expedient. 


Washington, May 9.—President Taft 
sent a special message to the house 
of representatives today to tell why 
he considered congressional investiga- 
tion of the sugar frauds in the cus- 
toms service inexpedient. 

It is because “a congressione)] ‘in- 
vestigation at this time would be to 
embarrass the executive department in 
the continuance and completion of the 
inxestigation of the appraisers. and 
other offices of the custcm service.” 

The president's reply was to a reso- 
lution passed in the house on April 
14, calling upon him to state his rea- 
sons for not wishing a congressional 
investigation, as he had intimated in 
his message at the opening of the ses- 
sion. 

In his answer the president said: 

“The necessity for congressional in- 
vestigation arises first, when an ex- 
ecutive investigation is either not in 
good faith, or ts lacking in vigor, or 
when additional legislation is needed 
to prevent a recurrence of the frauds.”

The case made against Attorney

The game that was 
raided was the only game that has 
been in my office and had just com- 
menced when the officers came. I had 
not entered the game, but expected 
to play and in so doing would have 
taken the same chance that every man, 
experienced or otherwise, takes when 
he plays the game. The detectives 
have misrepresented the mater in every 
particular and I desire that the public 
and my friends know that I have been 
unfairly advertised through the public 
prints.”

President Rarvett Talks 
of Results of St. Louis 


Convention.

' Wearied from a week of terrific 
strain, but full of enthusiasm, Presi- 
dent Charles 8S. Barrett, of the Farm- 
ers’ Union, yesterday returned home 
from St. Louis, where he brought to 
a close last Saturday the notable 
national raliv of his organization. 

“What is the sum total of your ob- 
servations of the convention?” was 
asked Mr. Barrett. 

“That the American farmer is in an 
independent, awakened attitude as 
never in his life,’ he quickly replied. 
“All but eight of the American states 
were represented at St. Louis, and I 
never saw a body of people more thor- 
oughiy alive to their rights, more 
keenly alert to the momentous read- 
justments under way in this country, 
more rigidly determined to demand of 
the nation a fairer deal than in the 
past, more characterized by the elec- 
trical spirit of intelligence and the 
ideal of brotherhood.”’ 

No Political Significance. 

Mr. Barrett was questioned about 
the Associated Press story sent out, to 
the effect that a coalition had been 
formed between organized labor and 
the organized farmers. 

“Absolutely no political importance 
attaches to the conferences between 
labor and our people at St. Louis,” 
he answered. “Where our interests do 
not conflict ,and our people @re willing, 
we will lend each other a helping 
hand. Where our people are unwilling 
or indifferent, nothing will come of it» 
As regards imbroilling the Farmers 
Union in partisan politics, I have so 
often emphatically sat down upon the 
bare idea, that it is almost useless for 
me to reiterate that our views have 
undergone no change wheétever in that 
direction.” 

Mr. Barrett returned to his home in 
Union City, where he expects to spend 
the remainder of the week. 

Praises Atlanta Papers. 

“The newspapers at St. Louis, their 
representatives at least,” he said be- 
fore leaving, ‘“‘are an enterprising lot, 
but fearfully inaccurate and sometimes 
unfair. 

“T have been considering giving At- 
lanta our national convention in Sep- 
tember, for the purpose of coming to 
a town where the newspapers will give 
us a square deal.”

She took therefrom an immense 
stack of petitions and announced that 
Mrs. Luke Johnson would open for the 
petitioners. Mrs. Johnson made a stir- 
ring plea for the women. She declared 
that for centuries women had been 
gaining their rights, and that it re- 


mained for the church to be the one 
institution that stood in the way. 

“We do not ask for office or pos!- 
tion,’’ she said. “All we ask is a 
larger plece in the serviee of God. 
What is the matter with us? Whv 
cannot we have what we ask? Is it 
because we are women, because we are 
your wives, your sisters, your mothers, 
your loved ones?

I never felt so lonely as I did 
when I found thet I was not really a 
member of the church, but was merely 
tolerated ag an outer court connec- 
tion.” 

Mrs. Johnson was followed by Miss 
Head, prominent in the Women’s For- 
eign Mission Society, who made a log- 
ical and humorous argument for 
justice.

Figures as to Condition Proved

Chicago, May 9.—Wheat speculators | 
were badly fooled today in their guess- 
es regarding the government crop re- 
port. The crowd in general expected 
a more bullish percentage as to the 
eondition of the. growing grain, and 
had underestimated the loss in acreage. 
Attention was chiefly centered on the 
figures as to condition, 82.1, which 
were a radical surprise. It was sup- 
posed that the April condition, which, 
would be lowered, not raised. A break 
of 2 cents from the top price of the 
Geptember option ensued, but the close 
was steady at a net loss of i1%c. May 
suffered omy ‘Y%se. Corn finished 4c 
up to %c down; oats closed %@%*% low- 
er, and provisions 2% @ic to 30c higher. 

tWntil the publication of the govern- 
ment report, the wheat market was 
nervous and narrow, except for the May 
deliyery, which, on covering by shorts, 
reached the highest price this season, 
$1.16%0. The government crop report, 
however, overbalanced all else as a 
factor, and caused many who were 
* early buyers to turn sellers. In fact, 
the pit, almost to a man, seemed bent 
on pounding down prices. This’ proced- 
ure was rendered more easy by the 
fact that the weather throughout the 
winter wheat belt during the last 24 
hours has been ideal, clear and cool, 
follow! the recent general wetting 
down. Enis condition, it was declared, 
would induce root expansion in the 
warm earth. The present indicated crop 
was figured at 417,000,000 bushels. 
against 404,000,000 bushels, indicated 
in May last year The September op- 
tion sold between $1.02% and $1.03%, 
closing at $1.015% @1.01%. 

Leading shorts bought 
steadify all day. Some of the cash 
grain concerns sold other months, 
mainly July. The weather was report- 
ed clear and favorable for planting, 
which was said to be progressing rap- 
idiy. The shrinkage in local stocks 
attracteqd much attention. Cash corn 
was firm. No. 2 yellow sold at 62% @ 
63% Futures closed steady, but %c 
lower for September at 63%. 

Because of almost untformly crop re- 
ports, prices for oats sagged a trifle. 
Transactions were light. September 
had less than “%c range and closed 
easy at the bottom, 88%c. 

Hog receipts, less than looked for, 
caused a scurrying of shorts in pro- 
visions.

Market Was a Hesitating One 
Until London Showed Feel- 


ing of Confidence. 


New York, May 9.—The stock mar- 
ket went through many variations of 
speculative temper today and showed 
a feeling of hesitation in the reten- 
tion of any of its moods, until the 
firmness of the finaL advance. Busi- 
ness in London had got well under 
way before the opening here, giving 
time to demonstrate the feeling of 
confidence there in the ability to re- 
sist the depression of the king of Eng- 
land’s death. This result in London 
was ascribed partly to the strong tone 
displayed on the New York and con- 
tinental stock markets on Saturday, 
while business was. suspended in Lon- 
don, but the reflex’ on New York of the 
strong London market today was not 
the less pronounced. The calmness 
of the London financial markets was 
due partly also to the opinion formed 
over the Sunday interval, that some- 
thing like a truce would be adopted 
in the bitter political contest being 
waged o¥er constitutional questions 
affecting the British government. A 
postponement of the struggle involved, 
it was felt, would do much to bring 
security to the financial markets. Large 
orders of stocks in New York from 
foreign markets gave an earnest of the 
genuineness of the confidence thus ex- 
pressed. 

With this manifestation of opinion 
on the London position, the subject 
seemed to pass out of consideration 
by the New e¥York stock market, which 
turned itself to the appraisement of 
new elements in the problem. Very 
large importance was attached to the 
government report on the May 1 con- 
dition of the wheat crop as a factor 
in shaping opinions.
